Restoration  work  was  done  by  the 
Marber  Construction  Company  of 
Carbondale.  The  monument  was 
removed  from  the  base  and  a  new 
base  was  constructed  and  the 
monument  itself  also  underwent 


atensive  repairs. 

Everyone  who  contributed  in  any 
way  to  this  effort  is  invited  to  attend 
to  see  what  was  accomplished  with 
their  generous  contributions.  The 
complete  renovations  cost  was  in 
excess  of  *6,000.00  which  includes  the 
fence  erected  to  prevent  vandalism
